new type “electronic, brain” 
machines for the rapid solution 
of complex mathematical prob- 
lems were announced today by 
the National Bureau of Stand- 
ards. 

On August 18, a bureau scient- 
ist said the bureau had under 
development three all-electronic 
calculators which “will be fast- 
er, smaller, less cumbersome 
and superior to” other giant 
calculators already in existence. 
Bureau scientists said the ma- 
chines would employ an entire- 
ly new method of “feeding” a 


given problem to the machine. 

The original announcement 
said the machines now under 
development “will solve prob- 
lems in minutes that now take 
days to work out (with stand- 
ard computing machines), and 
will solve in days problems that 
now are’ out of the reach of 
scientists”. 

Bureau researchers also said 
then that the first of the ma- 
chines would be installed by the 
fall of 1948 at a new depart- 
ment bureau—known as “the 
institute _‘of numerical an- 
alysis’—at the University of 
California at Los Angeles.’

Legion Commander Calls On Nation 
To Back Truman Policy In Greece 


NEW YORK. (/#) -~ National 
Commander Paul H. Griffith, 
sounding a serious warning amid 
the festive preparations for the 
American Legion’s 29th annual 
convention opening Thursday, 
said “the critical situation which 
has developed in Greece within 
the past few hours . could 
spread into world conflagration on 
a moment’s notice.” 

Griffith called a news confer- 
ence late yesterday soon after his 
arrival from Washington, D.C., 
where he said he had talked to 
President Truman. Asked by a 
reporter if he favored sending 
troops abroad to support the Tru- 
man doctrine, the Legion com- 
mander replied:
